No Divorce. 


In South Carolina there is no divorce af- 


ter marriage ; wed for life must bo the fact 
in law, and an instance of divorce has 
never been known there ! It has been au- 
thoritatively settled that no judicial tribunal 
in the State has authority to declare a de- 
cree of divorce for any cause whatsoever. 
If the power exists at all, it is iu ihe Legis- 
lature, which has hitherto never thought 
proper to exercise the power. 
Further, it 


has been determined by the courts of South 
Carolina, that a msrriage solemnized in that 
State is indissoluble by tbe sentence of any 
court in a sinter State, so as to affect tbo 
rights or condition of the parlies in South 
Carolina. 
It will bo seen, then, that it ia 


much easier to tic the knot than to undo 
it. 
Witb rare exceptions, the ceremony of 


marriage is, in fact, performed by a clergy- 
man ; but the iudisiolubility of the mar- 
riage contract, is not only part of the law, 
but, il is the fixed and habitual sentiment 
of the community on thesubject of divorce. 
So says an exchange.
